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SHOOTING AFFRAY ON GETTYS- 


Douglass, Colored Men, Recklessly 


Fires Four Times at Charles 


Powels, also Colored. 


A public alley and Baltimore street 


was the scene of a desperate and reck- 
less shooting affray on last Friday and 
that the county has been saved from 
having a murder case on its hands is 
simply because the bullets of the re- 
volver in the hands of William Doug- 
las, colored, did not hit the person 
aimed at and equally fortunate did not 
hit any one else as a number of peo- 
ple witnessed the affair. 


William Douglas has been the porter 


at Wabash Hotel and was directed by 
the proprietor, Ben. W. Kindig, to do 
some cleaning up and went at it in a 
surly manner. Later he told Mr. Kin- 
dig that he wasn't going to the even- 
ing train and was given to understand 
that if he didn't go some one else could 
be had to do his work. 


Upon return to the hotel after being 


out for a short time he found the sta- 
ble man, Charles 
Powels, 
colored, 


cleaning up, and with an epithet about 
taking up his work or job he jumped 
at Powles and they clinched. In a 
moment Mr. Kindig separated them 
and put Douglas out telling him to 
stay away. 


Douglass, better known as "Yellow," 


walked out the alley and entered the 
hotel, went upstairs and on the way 
encountered Mr. Kindig who reminded 
him of what he had told him about 
staying away. 


"Yellow" goes down to Colliflower's 


store and asks Oliver Beitler for a gun 
and tells him that Mr. Kindig had sent 
him down for it and wanted to try it 
and that he should load the revolver. 
Four cartridges were placed in it and 
"Yellow" returned to the hotel and 
walked up and down the pavement 
and it is said daring Mr. Kindig to 
come out. 


Charles Powels was seen by Douglas 


to come out of the bar-room on the al- 
ley and start to the stable. 
The lat- 


ter followed him, having been at the 
stable before asking for Powels. When 
he got near Powels he fired at him and 
latter began to back and get away 
from it by the gateway into hotel yarij. 
"Yellow" followed him to a point near 
the gate where he fired two more shots 
He. then walked-out/>t the alley ta_B 
timore street, putting the revolver in 
his pocket'and started down street. 


He had -reached a point in front of 


Kirssin's Clothing Store, when Powels 
came on a run behind on the search 
as he said for a policeman to arrest 
Douglass. Constable Shealer happen- 
ed to be near as also Constable Sheads. 
Douglass fired the last shot at Powels 
at close range and missed him again. 
The men then clinched, Powels getting 
hold of the revolver. 
Constable Sheal- 


er separated the men and took Doug- 
lass into custody and a charge was 
made of assault with intent to murder. 
Douglass had Powels arrested later in 
the evening on charge of assault and 
battery, 
alleging 
that Powels had 


struck him first in the altercation in 
the hotel. 


A hearing was held before Justice J. 


L. Hill on Saturday and after wit- 
nesses had been heard Powels was dis- 
charged and Douglass was committed 
to jail for trial at the August ocurt. 


Horse Had to be Killed. 


Le Grand Hospelhorn living on Culp 


farm in this place, lost a valuable 
horse on Wednesday morning of last 
week. He had bought the horse sev- 
eral weeks before for $180 and'drove 
it to the milk station in this place to 
deliver milk. The horse took fright it 
is supposed at the dropping of a milk 
can and ran away and ended his wild 
run up the Reading railroad tracks 
near the Catholic cemetery. At the 
trestle crossing the run is fell between 
the ties. An engine with eight empty 
cars was coming down the track and 
the engineer seeing the horse tried to 
stop his train but the horse was struck 
and leg was broken. The horse was 
killed to put it out of its misery. The 
wagon was wrecked. 


A number of witnesses were heard 


who said they voted for W. C. Weaver. 
The gist of the contest was that the 
votes for Weaver were by attached 
slips to the ballot and a number of 
these had been carelessly placed on 
the ballot, occupying more space than 
they should have taken. The election 
board followed a decision referred to 
in the Voter's Guide which held that 
a blanket sticker which rovpr= :ie~ 
only the space left vacant for the in- 
sertion of names, but also other parts 
of the ballot renders the whole ballot 
illegal. Applying this ruling they had 
not counted ballots where the stickers 
were improperly placed and certified 
the election of Geo. B. .March. The 
Court decided that while the election 
board had committed no intentional 
serious mistake, yet in the opinion of 
the Court all the ballots should have 
been counted. 


Opening the ballot box and counting 


every bailot they found 34 votes for 
W. C. Weaver and 21 votese for Geo. 
B. March. Of the 34 votes for the for- 
mer the Court found nine ballots with 
sticker running up into the block con- 
taining the name of Dr. G. E. Spotz, 
and several others occupying more 
than the space for a sticker. The 
Court directed certificate of election 
to be issued to W. C. Weaver and or- 
dered costs to he paid by the school 
district.

The Board of Trustees of the Semi- 


nary were iu session on Thursday. 
Rev. E. D. Weigle, D. D. of Median - 
icsburg heiog ek-cted President of the 
Board to succeed Dr. W. H. Dun bar 
of Baltimore. The work of the Board 
was largely routine and all depart- 
ments of the institution, financial and 
otherwise were found to be in the beet 
condition. 


la tlie report of the Faculty was 


presented the matter of the hand- 
some Mural Tablet in the chapel. 
Several years ago the board authoriz- 
ed tlie faculty to secure suitable tab- 
lets to mark the services of professors 
whose names are not inscribed on the 
memorial windows of the chapel. The 
faculty 
concluded that instead of 


placing separate tablets which would 
have to be multiplied 
and which 


would in the end be quite expensive, 
it would be better to secure a single 
tablet with twenty brass plates, each 
to contain simply the name and date 
of services of a professor. 
Eleven 


of these plates contain the names of 
tlie departed, four the musses, of pro- 
pessors now in service. This leaves 
five uninscribed plates. The mural 
tablet was executed with 
excellent 


taste by S. & R. Lamb of New York 
City at cost of $300. 


The faculty also make the follow- 


ing report on the subject of a re- 
fectory. For a number of years the 
students have boarded outside of the 
buildings. On the reconstruction of 
the old Seminary buildings it was 
found impracticable to provide a pro- 
per dining hall. The conviction has 
grown upon the faculty that it is to 
the disadvantage of the students to 
seek boarding here and there, often at 
a considerable distance from the Sem- 
inary. The faculty, believing that it 
would be for the welfare of all con- 
cerned, suggest the erection on the 
west side of the Seminary avenue of 
a refectory or dining hall, in keep- 
ing with the other buildings of the in- 
stitution, large enough to seat about 
100 people at table and with sufficient 
accommodations for a family, the cost 
of which will not exceed $10.000. The 
board adopted the following resolu- 
tion: 


Resolved, That the Repair Commit- 


tee is hereby authorized to erect a 
refectory, provided that no expense 
shall be incurred until the President of 
Seminary shall have secured subscrip- 
tions amounting to three-fourths of 
the cost of the same. 


The prize of Funk. Wagnalls Co.

for the best thesis on any theological 
subject was awarded to Henry W. Sny- 
der. 


Dr. M. Coover was elected librarian 


of the Seminary for a period of five 
years. 


The committee appointed two years 


ago with a view to securing a modifi- 
cation of the terms of the Holman lec- 
tureship reported that no-change could 
be secured. The lectureship provided 
for an annual lecture on the articles 
of the Augsburg Confession and as 
these articles have been twice gone 
over it seemed advisable to make a 
change but the ^fieirs of Dr. Holman 
would not assent thereto. 


A committee was appointed to pre- 


pare suitable In Memoriam Resolu- 
tions upon the death of Dr. James W. 
Richard, who submitted the following 
report which was adopted:

In 1889 he was 
elected President of Midland College, 
at Atchison, Kansas, serving in that 
capacity

with his 


work at Midlaud College, he occupied 
the chair of Hoiuiletic- and Christian 
Ethics in the Western Theological 
Seminary at Atchison, and he will 
take up his duties at tire f heclogical 
Seminary with the experience of ten 
years teaching and study of the same 
branches in the Western institution. 
In 1891 Dr. CluU was President of the 
Geueral Synod which met at Lebanon. 
Pa. In 1904 he was colled to the pas- 
torate of St. Jaine's Church and during 
the past four years has beeu Treasurer 
ol the Home Missionary Board. 


Dr. Clutz ha* done earnest 
faithful 


work for St. Jaines Lutheran Church 
iu the past five years>, which has been 
recognized and appreciated by his 
congregation. Always 
one of 
the 


largest congregations in the town he 
has added to the membership about a 
hundred new members this year, and 
the congregation iu the few years of 
liirf pastorate 
is not only stronger in 


number but in all these elements 
making up a loyal congregation. At 
the present time there is tinder con- 
templation a new enlarged church to 
give the congregation the much need- 
ed room for growth and expansion. 
His congregation will greatly regret to 
loose him while at the same time re- 
joicing over the honor with which he 
has been preferred.

1 his 
bill assures Gettysburg of au appropri- 
ate celebration of the event that will 
undoubtedly surpass all past celebra- 
tions, oue that will be uatioual iu 
character. 


The National Guard bill was ap- 


proved, which among other things ap- 
propriated $50,000 ifor the purchase of 
a division encampment ground and 
three brigade encampment grounds. 
Ae Gettysburg, has been 
f o u n d 


the ideal division camping ground 
every one interested iu this commun- 
ity should make it possible to have a 
camping site offered the State within 
the terms of the act at not over £100 an 
acre. If Gettysburg does not secure 
the permanent site, the encampuieuts 
will be lost to this community iu the 
future aud any one that would help to 
bring about this result would assume 
a hostile position to the best business 
interests of this place. 


Other Laws, 


The Pure Food bill was approved 


aud for a very good reason. The Su- 
preme Court having declared the old 
bill unconstitutional the State would | 
have beeu without a pure food law. 
While the act permits the adultera- 
tion of foods with beusoate of sodium, 
yet goods so adulterated must be la- 
beled so one need not buy goods con- 
taining it. One of the good features of 
act is the guaranty clause. The guar- 
anty feature protects the honest retail- 
er, who can establish a guarantee 
from the house from which he obtain- 
ed the goods that the same is not 
adulterated or misbranded in violation 
of the Pennsylvania law 


Dr. Aikens' Resignation. 


The Selinsgrove Times says: "After 


four years of successful aad conscien- 
tious management of Susquehauna 
University. Rev. C. T. Aikeus on 
Thursday handed to the Executive 
Committee of the Board his resigna- 
tion as president of the University. 
The executive committee promptly de- 
clined to accept his resignation, but as 
their decision is uot final aud needs 
the action of the Board of Dhi^ors. 
the outcome of Dr. Aikeus' action it 
not definitely known. When the Doc- 
tor resigned his charge at Pine Grove, 
Centre Co., four years ago. to become 
the head of this institution, he fouud 
the financial condition very precarious, 
and to his uuabatiug efforts and large- 
ly through his persoual assistance aud 
influence he has gotten the school iu 
better condition thau for many years 
past. The resignation came as a sur- 
prise to even his closest friends, aud 
much pressure is being used upon the 
Doctor to reconsider his decisiou." 


Another Gettysburg Hero Dead. 
Captain R. R. Ferguson, who iu 


Pickett's charge at Gettysburg led Co. 
K, Fifty-third Virginia Regiment, up 
Cemetery Ridge, died at Norfolk, Va., 
May 5th, aged 74 years. In the Get- 
tysburg charge Captain Ferguson was 
wounded and lay helpless for sixty 
hours without food or drink, except for 
what water he could get from nearby 
puddles after a heavy rain, through- 
out which he was unsheltered.

attached to their native state. 
The 


"Keystone of the ruioti Arch" is a 
land of beautv, of culture aud of 
wealth. "Virtue"' ha.* guided it con- 
stantly; "'Liberty" has always re- 
uiaiued with it; ''Independence" 'm» 
ever been its pride. 
But it is uot suf- 


licieutly known how very much our 
coiuiiioii couutry is indebted to Peuu- 
"ylvauia for those me:'-ure-- v-hkii :<?u 
to resistance aud touatiouai independ- 
ence. 


••Peuusylvauiaus are to a m&u pas 


siouately devoted to freedom, t h e 
birthright of Americans, aud at all 
events* are determined to enjoy it." 
lu Pennsylvania the people were very 
uulike those of the other colonies. All 
desired the same thing, but displayed 
their opposition iu very 
different 


ways. The people of New Kuglaud 
appealed to the conscience 
They be- 


lieved i~\ natural rights aud wished to 
resort to quick aud rough methods. 
In Pennsylvania there was a profound 
respect tor English Law aud for the 
royal charter. The Quakers asked for 
justice uot as a favor, but as a right. 
Their great peace policy dominated 
the life of the colonies ; it was owing 
to their knowledge of uud respect for 
law aud order that riots were prevent- 
ed. 


Benjamin Fraukliu, of Philadelphia, 


a printer aud the sou of a tallow chan- 
dler, moulded the institutions of the 
eolouiets aud guided their diplomacy. 
D'Aleinbert said that he wrenched the 
thunderbolt from the heavens and the 
sceptre from the tyrants. No conquer- 
or ever swayed so magical a power 
over the gay aud brilhaut capital ot 
France than did this tuau. He stood 
for what was best aud truest iu the 
colonies; by his powerful influence he 
wou France to our cause. At court 
Fraukliu was the observed of all ob- 
servers—he meaut 
America. 
Dr. 


Fraukliu obtaiued iu London a num- 
ber of original letters from Governor 
Hutchiusou, 
Lieutenant 
Governor 


Oliver, aud others, to their correspon- 
dents iu Parliament. 
Those letters 


were very important aud were influ- 
ential iu bringing on the Revolution. 
Benjamin Franklin and George Wash- 
ington seemed to have beeu provided 
by a supreme Providence to be the 
guardians of our fortune iu the two 
hemispheres. 


I 
Robert Morris, one of Pennsylvania's 


most famous men. contributed ereatly 
to Revolutionary effort. At the time 
when military stores aud clothing 
w e r e exhausted in Washington's 
camp, a supply arrived iu a ship to 
Morris. These he at once 'generously 
gave up to the service. At another 
time wheu there were no cartridges 
but those iu the men's boxes and de- 
feat seemed inevitable, Morris furnish- 
ed a large supply of lead, which had 
arrived as ballast iu one of his ships. 
Finally, ou his own notes and credit, 
Morns gave a great impulse to the 
army by raising a half million dollars 
for transporting aud supplying the 
army ou its sudden removal to York- 
town, where the sequel was the cap- 
ture of the British army, and soon 
after that the peace. 
The generous 


acts of Robert Morris will never be 
forgotten. 
Truly, ''Fame dies aud 


honors perish, but loving kiuduess is 
immortal." 


Anthony Wayne, the bravest aud 


most loyal soldier iu the army, was 
Pennsylvania's most favored sou. The 
people loved him for his reckless ex- 
ploits and daring, so much, that they 
called him "Mad Anthony." He was 
a Brigadier General at the beginning 
of the war: at the euu he was Major 
General. Wayne was wounded iuthe 
battle of Three Rivers, but he recover- 
ed sufficiently to cover himself with 
glory at Braudywiue. He was twice 
wounded at Gerrnautowu. 
Wayne 


received houorable mention for his 
bravery at Moumouth and a gold 
medal from (Jougress for the capture 


j of Stony Point. Oue writer has said 


I that "Mad Anthony" encouraged his 


i soldiers more than auy victory did.

Peter Muhlenberg was 
our great 


| preacher-hero. His last sermon was 
' upon duties men owe to their couutry. 


i He said: "There is a time for all 
thing?—a time to preach aud a time to 
fight—aud now is the time to right." 


; Then stripping off his gown, he ap- 
•pearediu full nulform. He read bis 
commission as Colonel aud formed a 
'regiment among 
his parishioners. 


Muhleuberg participated in several 


, battles, was later made Brigadier 
Genera! aud. at the close of the Revo- 
lution, Major General.

American Freedom. 


On the 2nd day of December, 1767,

ten by John Dickinson and known as 
the "Fanners' Letters."

number, they followed iu quick suc- 
cession aud were read by men of all 
classes aud opinions throughout the 
colonies. Dr. Stille wrote of them : 
''To the American they became, until 
the beginning; of the war. a genuine 
political text-book, and their maxims 
were received with absolute couli- 
dence. Like the writiugs of Burke, | 
they became the great store-house of 
political wisdom."

William Bradford, a printer, gave of 


hia best to the great cause. As Major 
General be fought in the battles of1 
Trenton and Princeton and was at Fortj 
Mlffliu, below Philadelphia, when it1 


Wi» attacked. After the British army 
left Philadelphia he returned home 
with a broken constitution and a shat- 
tered fortune. 
But he said to his 


children: -'Thcugh I bequeath you no 
estate, I leave you the enjoyment of I 
liberty.'' 
' 


The women of Pennsylvania were 


very loyal and brave during the war. 
Societies were organized at which t 
baudages were made and stockiugs! 
knit lor the soldiers. Lydia Uarrach, j 
« Quaker woman, was the mean* of I 
sax ing Washington's army from great i 
disaster while it lay in Wuiternarshl 
iu 1777. .The adjutant-general of ttie' 
HritUh army occupied a room iu her' 
house aud came there one night to! 
read the orders for aud plan of General | 
Howe'.- meditated attacK on Washing- 
ton'-, army. She overheard this aud 
walked troiu Fraukford to Philadel- 
phia, carrying twenty-live pounds of 
flour J" lier arms. 
.She informed 


Colonel Craig, of Washington's stafT, 
of the meditated attack aud the ad- 
vance ot the Uritish army was check- 
ed. 


Pennsylvania gave twelve trained 


battailous to the Revolutionary army. 
These meu. often foot-sore aud weary, 
struggled iu the face of almost iusur 
mouutable difficulties, but they had 
that zeal aud strength which enabled 
them to bear aud persevere—aud they 
wou. Peuusylvauia was drained ot 
meu. Those who returned home after 
the war were shattered iu health and 
fortune. Hut they gave of their best, 
unstinting, deemiug it a worthy sac- 
rifice. 


The Stamp Act came mto operation 


ou the First day of Noveuibei, 1776, 
but ou that day uot a siugle sheet of 
all the bales of stamps which had beeu 
seut from England could have beeu 
found in Pennsylvania. 
They had 


either been committeed to the flames, 
had beeu reshipped to England, or 
were safely guarded by the opposition 
into whose hands they had fallen. Ou 
the seventh day of November a small 
sheet was issued from the office ot the 
Peuusylvauia.Gazette. without title or 
mark to distinguish it, headed—"No 
Stamp Paper to be Had." 
Peuusyl- 


vauia had spokeu. The other colonies 
soon followed her example. 


Peuusylvauia contributed greatly 


to Revolutionary effort by the firm 
stand she took couceruiug the tea tax. 
Pennsylvania's famous tea party came 
a month before Boston's aud it was 
very peaceably settled. 
When the 


tea-ship "Polly" sailed up the Dela- 
ware River, a message was sent to 
Captain Ayers, beggiug him to go back 
to England without disturbance. He 
would uot. A town meeting was then 
called aud the result was that the ship 
soon left the Philadelphia docks and 
went back to England with its cargo 
iutact. 


In the quami oia Quaker City of 


Philadelphia is the Liberty Bell, 
"that sacred and silent witness of the 
deeds of years ago." 
Long ago when 


the Declaration of Independence was 
read, above the roar of human voices, 
sharp aud bold, rang the old bell. Its 
tongue spoke defiance to tyranny and 
comfort to the colonists. 
It 
"pro- 


claimed liberty throughout all the 
laud and uuto all the inhabitants 
thereof."

Spraying Plum Trees, Potatoes, Etc. 


Among the letters recently received 


by Prof. Surface, State Zoologist, at 
Harrisburg. was one from a Dauphin 
county farmer, which should be given 
wide publicity. The correspoudeut 
wrote: 


"A few years ago my fruit trees 


were dying from the effects of the San 
Jose scale. Fortunately, 
following 


your advice, i bought a good spray 
pump and apparatus for using the 
lime-sulfur wash, and began spraying 
thoroughly fail aud spring, and today 
I have several hundred flue, healthy 
trees, practically free from «cale. Ou 
trees that were covered with scale 
from the tips of the branches to the 
trunks uot a live scale cau be found. 


"Kindly answer the following ques- 


tions : il) How much Paris green to 
S gallous of water cau be used safely 
to spray plum trees? I used a tea- 
spoouful last year to Sgallousof water 
and killed many fruit buds. 
<2) Tell 


me how to make a spray for potato 
blight: how much Milestone aud lime 
to use to 50 gallous of water ?'' 


To this State Zoologist Surface re- 


plied as follows : 


"I certainly thank you for your very 


kind letter, making such a definite 
statement concerning the cleaning up 
of your trees aud the productiou of 
perfect fruit and thegrowiugof healthy 
trees free from scale, by the use of the 
lime-sulfur wash, followingourdirect- 
ions. This is but au example of what 
every person in this State could have 
done had they acted equally intelli- 
gently, faithfully and persistently. Ou 
the other hand I have many reports 
of persons who wauted something 
with easier work, even if more expen- 
sive, aud, consequently, bought the 
high-priced oils, and iu many cases 
killed their trees or injured them so 
badly that they are now iiiruiugto me. 
asking what can be done to o\ercome 
the evil effects of their former action. 


••I take great pleasure iu rep-'v-iug in 


detail to the inquiries of such pen-on* 
as yourself, because it is an inspiration 
to know that you act intelligently up- 
on the advice given, and regard'it a» 
worth something, even though it be 
free of cost. It is, also, a pleasure to 
me to know that such efforts 
on my 


part are not iu vain, but are really 
helpful. Concerning Paris green, the 
formula is one pound or sixteen ounces 
to 150 gallons of water for hardy 
plants. For plain proportions I would 
recommend one ounce to each 10 gal- 
lous. In fact one ounce to 8 gallons 
will not be too strong for potatoes. 
However, I should use three or four 
times as much lime aa Paris green, 
making milk of lime tnd attaining it 
into the water with Paris green. 


••Also, ou plums I would not recom- 


mend you to me Paris screen if you cau 
get arseuate of lead- The latter sticks 
better aud is much more to be de«ired. 
You cau buy this of different firms. I 
would uot spray the plum trees uutil 
aftci the Imosuuia hale faiieu aud the 
fruit is uearly as large as the average 
pea. 


'•To make a spray for potato blight 


use three pouuds of bluestoue aud four 
or live pounds of lime iu fifty gallons 
of water. If you have potato beetles, 
add one-third of a pound of Paris 
greeu, or one pouud of arseuate of lead 
to this. I should have told you that 
there are various formulae recom- 
mended for usiug arseuate, varying 
from one to three or four pouuds in 
fifty gallous of water, but it has beeu 
proven that if you use a good quality 
of arseuate of lead, one pouud iu fifty 
gallous will do the poisoning, just the 
same as though you used three times 
as much, and. of course, there is less 
danger of iujurvand it is more econom- 
ical." 


la the Matter of Milk. 


The question of the values of the 


grades of milk frequently agitates 
communities. There seems to be no 
question however as to how it is best 
served aud that is iu paper bottles 
only used once. This method has not 
yet reached Gettysburg but the sooner 
the better. 


Paper bottles immediately closed 


whe.u filled is admitted to be the 
cleanest aud best way of handling 
milk. 


It may be said that there are three 


grades of milk, says the "National 
Food Magazine;" the first is pure 
milk from healthful cows : the second 
is sterilized milk, aud the third is pol- 
luted milk. All three are sold in our 
markets. The first is the most health- 
ful aud nourishing food known ; the 
second is devoid of the proper susten- 
ance aud often harmful ; the. third is 
extremely dangerous. 


To be pure milk should come from 


healthful cows aud be produced and 
marketed under conditions of scrupu- 
lous cleanliness—sealed at the dairy, 
uot permitted to come in contact with 
the hand or the air from the time it is 
milked uutil it reaches the consumer 
and druuk within ' forty-eight hours 
after milking. Under such conditions 
sterilization is entirely unnecessary, 
aud the milk is healthful and whole- 
some. 


Under other conditions, sterilization 


may serve to destroy the disease 
germs, and therefore prevent death 
and epidemic. Therefore, with the ex- 
isting facilities for procuring milk in 
laree cities where there exists the pos- 
sibility of the milk's having become 
infected from any source, or where 
there is auy doubt of its wholesome- 
ness, it should be sterilized by all 
means. Sterilization also might afford 
a cheaper milk for those who are not 
able to buy the best and purest milk. 


But by far the better plan would be 


for the uatioual, State aud municipal 
authorities to see to it that the milk is 
absolutely pure, aud to permit the 
marKeting of only such as is absolute- 
ly pure. 


Pasteurizatiou, if properly done, 


would destroy all the germ life in 
milk, but in most instances it is only 
half-way done, aud much of the geirn 
life is liable to remain. Iu such a 
case it oulj prevents the milk from 
curding, aud so gives the consumer no 
warning when decomposition begins. 
Iheu pasteurization, eveu wheu pro- 
perly done, ofteu causes such ailments 
as scurvy. 


"Run It Out.". 


'•Rim it out" though you thiuk it is 


useless ;

here is tbe resemblance between Eger- 
ton and Gettysburg. While there may 
be imagined resemblances as to some 
of the characters, yet it will be pure 
imagination, for we have Mr. Scott's 
word that lie did not. have the least 
Idea of making such use of any of the 
citizens of his native place. To trans- 
pose names. 
A party of Pittsburgers 


make up a house party to spend a 
week in May at the old mansion Fair- 
lawn on Seminary Ridge in Gettys- 
burg. Every citizen here knows just 
about where the old mansion stands 
even though it only exists in the im- 
agination. In such a fine setting with 
two young, charming, beautiful wid- 
ows, perhaps, all's well perhaps there 
Isn't too much kissing. 


Here are some passages that will 


interest our people: 


Egerton was not an especially old 


town, even as old towns go in the 
Original Thirteen States. 
Its birth 


year was the opening one of the last 
century; its raison d'etre, the forma- 
tion of a new county, and the conse- 
quent need of a seat for the local gov- 
ernment, and that has remained its 
only raisou d'etre to this day. For 
three generations, it slumbered in 
complacent obscurity and passive re- 
spectability and righteousness—then, 
one clay, somewhere down in the Val- 
ley of Virginia, a great battle strayed 
away in its sleep to awaken suddenly 
at Egerton. When it had fought itself 
out, 
the town had entered into the ce- 


lebrity which attaches to a crucial 
event of history. But as it was con- 
tent, with obscurity, so was it content 
with 
fame—the 
statistics of 
sixty 


years were not to be startled into dy- 
namics, even by the fe'irftil thunder 
of many puns. And so, in true Eger- 
ton lost forever the little individuali- 
ty it had. and all its pride in an hon- 
orable founding and a well-bred past, 
and was swallowed up by a National 
Cemetery and a battlefield. 


Just why that particular site had 


been chosen for the county seat, passes 
understanding, save that the land was 
donated by a generous citizen who 
wanted a town near his tavern, and 
because the only other location sug- 
gested and urged was even r.-orse. and 
did not have the advantage of the tav- 
ern. Then, with ample room inside 
the limits and the whole county to 
spread over, the wise founders pro- 
ceeded 10 slice the town into tiny lots, 
and to build the houses flush with the 
street 
line and tight against each 


other: ihe reason for which has never 
been discovered: unless it were to 
insure a minimum of light and air 
and a maximum of fire risk.

Gettysburg road near Biglervillewhen 
the defendant came along with his 
automobile. He signaled for him to 
stop but defendant came on having 
slowed down somewhat with result 
that horse took fright and threw Mr. 
Spangler out so injuring him that he 
was confined to his house for a num- 
ber of weeks. Judge Orlady of the 
Superior Court wrote the opinion af- 
firming the judgment of the Court 
below and said: 


"The law applicable to the rights 


and duties of persons meeting on a 
mblic highway has been frequently 
announced. For the purpose of avoid- 
ing collisions and accidents all trav- 
elers should observe due care in ac- 
commodating themselves TO each oth- 
er. Their rights are mutual and co- 
ordinate, and ir is the duty of each 
so to exercise his right of passage as 
not to cause injury TO another, hav- 
ing a like right. Each is under The 
obligation to exercise ordinary care 
and each has the right to expect ihat 
such ordinary care will lie exercised 
by the other, and to rely upon this in 
determining his own manner of using 
the public road. The mere fact that 
the horse, which had previously been 


entle and easily controlled, showed 
signs of being unruly when driven in 
view of an automobile, did not im- 
pose upon the owner the duty to re- 
frain from using him ou the highway 
with ordinary care. 


"Automobiles are lawful means of 


conveyances and have equal 
rights 


upon the public roads with horses and 
carriages, but their use must be ac- 
companied with that degree of pru- 
dence and consideration for the rights 
of others which is consistent with 
safety. If the operator of an auto- 
mobile knows, or by the exercise of 
ordinary care may know, that the 
movement or noise of his machine will 
make an animal unmanageable he 
must use all the care and caution 
-which a careful and prudent driver 
should exercise under the same cir- 
cumstances. He has the right to as- 
sume, and to act upon the assumption, 
that every person whom he meets 
will also exercise ordinary care and 
caution according to the circumstan- 
ces, 
and will not recklessly expose 


himself to danger but rather make 
an attempt to avoid it. 


"If one is using a young, nervous, 


skittish horse, unaccustomed to un- 
usual sights or sounds, he must use 
care in proportion to the risk he vol- 
unteers to take: and even a staid and 
veteran horse may be liable to sudden 
fright induced by unusual conditions 
as is well known by all drivers, but 
this does not imply that the driver 
of an automobile has any superior 
rights on the road, and independent 
of any statute on the subject, requir- 
ing drivers of automobiles to stop on 
signal, it is his duty to stop when he 
sees or should see that he is fright- 
ening a horse, by proceeding on his 
course. 


"The whole question was fully and 


fairly submitted to the jury and The 
verdict was fully warranted by the 
evidence.''
